THE  earliest  notice  I  liave  seen  of  tliis  anciont  and  injport.'int 
family  is  i)i  the  Testa  de  iNevill.i  v,'hcre  it  is  stated  ibat 
Ilobert  dfi  Cubheldick  held  ot  Lambert  de  Multon,  who  held  <A 
the  iionor  of  iiifrhemond,  the  eighti)  part  of  a  knight's  foo  in 
Pramptou  a^id  Jvyrketon.  'j'his  would  be  in  124D.  Tii  1 :.'?'" 
PiOger  son  of  .Alan  de  Cuboldick,  of  Framptoa,  and  William,  hi.? 
brother,  acknowledged  tliat  they  owed  to  Edmund  de  Irgoldor-^- 
thorp  and  Tvell.-.,  liis  Avife,  70   marks,  to   be  levied  in   default  of 

n)   pji,  ?02,  'Hi. 
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payment  from  their  lauds  and  chattels  in  the  corint}-  of  Lincoln.^ 
The  relationship  of  the  brothers  to  Robert  Copledike  is  uncertain, 
but  from  Koger  sou  of  Alan  Copledike  the  descent  can  be  proved 
b}'  record  evidence  until  the  extinction  of  the  family  in  the  male 
Jine  in  tlic  seventeenth  century.  In  1325  Roger  do  Cobeldyk 
was  dead,  snd  his  inquisition  post  mortem"  proves  that  he  held 
lands  in  Hagworthinghaui,  Colebv,  Frampton,  and  other  places, 
and  that  Alexander  de  Cobeldyk  vas  his  son  and  heir,  and  of 
the  age  of  thirty-four  years  and  more.  But  some  years  before 
iiis  father's  death  Alexander  de  Cobtldyk  is  stated  to  have  held  of 
John  de  Hastyng  a  knight's  fee  in  Fordington  and  Dalby,"  and 
in  1325  on  the  death  of  another  John  de  Hastyng  it  was  found 
that  Alexander  Copeldyk  held  of  him  a  knight's  fee  in 
Harrington  and  Aswardby.^  How  Alexander  became  possessed  of 
the  manor  of  Harrington  is  a  mystery.  The  visitation  and  other 
pedigrees  make  his  son,  Ro:,a-"r,  marry  IMaxide,  the  daughter  and 
heiress  of  Sir  John  de  Harlngton,  but  the  evidence  that 
Alexander  de  Copledike  held  tlie  manor  of  Harrington  is  over- 
wlielming,  moreover  Sir  John  de  Harington  certainly  left  male 
issue. ^  On  the  death  of  John  de  Multon  of  Egremont  it  was 
found  in  1334  that  Alexander  Cobeldyk  had  held^  of  him  the 
manor  of  Harrington,  worth  <£1G  3s.  4d.  per  aviuum.  A 
De  Banco  Roll'  confirms  this  statement,  and  Alexander  de 
■Cobeldyk's  inquisition  post  ujortem  in  133-1-5  ^  likewise  states 
that  he  held  the  manor  of  Harrington,  Roger  being  his  son  and 
lieir.  And  yet  the  Copledikes  quartered  the  Harington  arms,  so 
that  it  seems  likely  there  was  some  famih^  connection,  but  v^'hat 
it  was  is  quite  uncertain.  Nor  is  it  certain  that  Alexander 
lived  at  Hairington,  for  upon  his  death  it  was  found  that  the 
house  there  was  in  ruins,  and  worth  nothi}ig.  while  the  manor 
itself  was  only  worth  44s.  4d.  a  year  beyond  the  £20  of  rent  due 
to  John  de  Harington. 

Roger  de  Copledike,  Alexander's  son  and  heir,  was  a  minor 
•of  eighteen  years  of  age  on  his  father's  death.  He  was  exeu^pted 
in  1344  from  knighthood   for  life  Ix-cause  he  was  so  maimed  in

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one  thigh  that  he  could  no  longer  use  it.  In  134G  as  "  son.  and 
jieir  ol;  Sir  Alexander  de  Cobildyk,  knight,"  he  presented  to  the 
Cliurch  of  Harrington,  and  in  1341,  1346,  1349  and  1363  he 
presented  to  Aswardby.  He  was  succeeded  by  his  son  and 
heir,  John  de  Coplcdike,  who,  however,  died  in  13 09,  having 
■been  seised,'  jointly  with  ]\Latilda,  his  wife,  of  the  manor  of 
Fordington,  of  two  messuages  in  Coningsby,  called  "Daynbeche" 
.and  "Tubbothe,"  of  a  messuage  and  carucato  of  land  in 
Algarkirk^  called  "  Cleangre,"  and  of  two  parts  of  the  manor  of 
Cobeldyk,  of  which  Matilda,  widov/  of  Eoger  de  Cobcldyk,  now 
xlcceased,  had  held  the  third  part  in  dower. 

John  de  Copeldike,  liis  son  and  heir,  was  a  minor  of  the  -ago 
of  thirteen  years  in  1370,  and  so  we  find  Sir  John  Constable 
holding^  one  fee  in  Fordington  and  Dalby,  and  Sir  William 
Hauley  half  a  fee  in  Sutterby  and  one  fee  in  Harrington  and 
Aswardby,  as  guardian  of  Oohn  son  of  John  de  Cobeldyk.  It 
'\vould  appear  that  Sir  Williani  de  Huntingfeild  was  his  guardian 
at  first,  for  he  presented  to  Harrington  in  1369.''  In  1378  Sir 
John  de  Cobeldyk,  knight,  presented  to  Aswardby,  having  nov.' 
<;cme  of  age  ;  he  olso  presented  in  1392,  1393,  1394,  and  1408 
(April  10).  In  1382  he  claimed  to  present  to  the  Church  of  Irby, 
near  Bratoft,  of  which,  he  said,  the  advowson  was  an  appur- 
tenance of  the  manor  of  Harrington,  of  whicli  ^Uexander  de 
Cobeldyk,  his  ancestor,  had  been  seised,  but  his  claim  was 
unsuccessful,  John  "Warsop,  Master  of  the  Choristers  in  the 
Cathedral  Church  of  Lincoln,  being  left  in  possession.'*  In  1394 
Sir  John  was  High  SheriiT,  as  also  in  1400,  and  M.P.  in  1396. 
He  was  twice  msirried,  for  in  1384  a  licence  for  an  oratory'' 
was  granted  to  Sir  John  Cobuldyk,  knight,  and  Alice,  his  wife, 
.and  his  will  mentions  Margaret  his  wife.  According  to  the 
pedigrees  Mai-garet  was  the  daugliter  of  Sir  John  Constable,  of 
Flamborough,  and  the  agreement  mentioned  in  Sii-  John 
Copledike's  will  between  himself  and  Sir  Jolni  Constable  gives 
some  confirmation  to  this  statement.  The  will'^  in  question  ^'s  of 
considerable  interest.  It  is  dated  at  Harrington  on  Palm 
Sunday,  1408,  and  proved  3  :\Iay,  1408.  He  directs  th.at  he 
Bhould  be  buried  in  the  ehancel  of  Harrington  church  at  the 
north  end  of  the  great  altar.  He  gives  to  his  son  and  heir,  John, 
ii  silver  cup  and  cover  called  "Charity,"  which  after  his  dc-;-th  is 
to  go  to  hi.s  brother  ^V'i]iiam,  and  so  from  heir  to  heir.  His  .son 
and  heir,  John,  is  to  have  lands  in  fee  tail  to  the  value  of  40

A  man  is  to  make  a 
pih^rimage  to  Jerusalem  for  the  soul  of  Sir  Jolni,  if  he  is  unable 
to  make  it  himself.     He  mentions  his  daughters  Anno,  Grace, 
and  Margaret,  and  gives  money  for  tlieir  inarriages,   and  leaves 
r>  marks  to  the  Friars  of  Boston  for  masses  for  his  daughter  Joan. 
He  mentions  Ealph  de  Copuldyk  of  Frampton,  and  Richard  son 
of  Ralph  de  Copuldyk  is  to  have  10  marks  for  his  good  services. 
Here  at  the  commencement  of  the  fifteenth  century  v/e  may 
pause  a  moment  and  look  back  upon  the  liistoiy  of  the  Copledike 
family.      I  think  we  shall  be  struck  by  its  importance.      Of  five 
heads  of  the  fandly  four  were  knights,  and  the  lifth  was  only 
excused  because  he  was  incapacitated  by  a  serious  injury.     Sir 
John  had  been  M.P.  and  High  SheritT,  and   Sir  Roger  was  JiI.P. 
in  1316.     Before  the  family  acquired  Harrington  Sir  Alan  had 
been    M.P.    in    1302.       Besides    the    manor    of    Copledike    in 
Frampton,     the    Gopledikes    held     tlie    manors    of     Harrington, 
Aswardby,    Fordington,    Sutterby,    Copledike    in   Frieston,   and 
Wiberton,  besides  lands  in  otjier  places^;  and  Sir  Alexander  de 
Cubbeldyk     had      been    granted     free    warren    in     Frampton, 
AVyburton,  Algarkerke,  Freston,  Fordington,  Ulcebye,  Karding- 
ton,  Aswardby,  Hagworthingham,  Colby,  and   Neulon  in   1328."'^ 
Never  probaldy  had  this   district  in   the  AVapentake  of    Hill  so 
much  inilucnce  in  t!ie  county  as  during  this  fourteenth  century, 
with  the  Copledikes  at  Harrington,  Sir  Simon  Fitz   Ralph   and 
later  Sir  "William    de  Skipwith,  the  Judge,  at  Ormsby,  and  the 
Langtons  at  Langton. 

i  pass  on  to  the  heirs  of  Sir  John  Copledilce. 
John  de  Copledike,  clerk,  his  son  and  heir,  presented  to  the 
church  of  Harrington  in  Ml 3.  But  Margaret,  Avidow  of  Sir 
John  Coppuldyk,  knight,  presented  to  Aswardby  ^slarcli  IG, 
140S-0,  andSir.lolin  CarboneJI,  knight,  and  .Margaret,  his  wife, 
'Hhe  true  pairons  this  turn  by' reason  of  the  dower  of  the  said 
Margaret,  late  wife  of  Sir  John  Cobuldyk.  knight-,  lord  of 
Harynglon  and  Aswardby,"  presented  to  Aswardby  in  1423. 
Jolin  de  Cojjledilce  was  succeeded  by  his  brother  and  heir,  A\''illiam

l-l-iS.  How  this  c;ime  about  wlien  his  mother  was  alive,  and 
presented  before  and  after,  I  cannot  say. 

In  1420  certain  fcoflees  demised  to  William  de  Copuldyk. 
-esqr.,  son  of  Jolm  de  Copuldjk,  knight,  manors  and  lands  in 
Harrington.  Hagworthingham,  Frainpton,  ifcc.  And  shortly'  after 
he  released  to  feoflees  his  whole  right  in  the  manors  of 
Harrington,  Fordington,  Tyttou,  Frieston,  Claynger  and  Copui- 
•dyk,  and  in  the  advowsons  of  the  Churches  of  Harrington  and 
Aswardby,  and  in  two  manors  in  Norfolk  and  one  in  Sutlblk,  and 
in  all  the  inanors,  lands,  &:c.,  in  Harrington,  Frampton,  etc., 
which  he  had  of  the  above  giant,  arid  in  all  reversions  of  manors 
in  Harrington,  etc. 

Thus  far  the  pedigree  has  been  clear,  but  now  with  the 
fifteenth  century  comes  various  doubts  and  difficulties.  The 
visitation  and  other  pedigrees  are  to  )ue  so  confusing  that  I  can 
■only  construct  a  pedigree  that  agrees  M-ith  the  records  by  leaving 
them  out  of  account.  For  many  years  I  gave  up  the  question  as 
hopeless,  but  I  have  now  fo^md  documents  that  seem  to  me  to 
explai]!  mo:>t  of  the  ditiiculties.  For  the  reference  to  the  charters 
in  the  Court  of  Wards  I  am  indebted  to  the  collections  of  tlie 
late  Rev.  F.  Laurent ;  while  the  i-eference  to  the  chancery  pro- 
ceedings turned  up,  as  so  often  happens,  wlien  least  expected 
while  looking  for  something  else. 

The  first  question  to  be  decided  is  :  wh.at  was  the  relationship 
•betv.'een  John  Copledike,  who  niadeliis  will  in  143G,  and  William 
■Copledike,  whose  charter  in  1120  has  just  been  mentioned?  Wa.s 
•he  son  or  grandson?  V7e  know  he  was  son  of  a  ^\'i]liam 
•Copledike,  and  the  dates  rather  favour  the  idea  that  he  was  son. 
But  two  documents  are  against  this,  and  in  favour,  I  must  in 
fairness  adn)it,  of  the  despised  pedigrees.  The  Lay  .Subsidy 
RolP  of  lh28  states  that  the  heirs  of  William  Copuldyke  pay 
nothing  for  the  third  part  of  a  fee  in  Aswardby  and  }-iarringro!i 
because  Lady  Joan,  who  was  the  wife  of  the  said  William,  lioids 
the  third  part  of  the  said  third  part  in  tlie  name  of  herdow(-r,  so 
the  widow  of  this  William  Copledike  v:as  Joan.  khit  Jolui 
Copledike  in  his  chai'ter,  dated  1131,  mentions  Alianora,  wjjo 
was  t!ic  wife  of  Williain  Co})ledike,  his  father,  so  tliat  liis  faiher.-^ 
widow  was  Alianora.  1  conclude  therefoi'e  that  ^Villian^.  (ie 
Copledike,-  having  vested  the  favr.ily  oixiperty  at  Hiirrington  and 
■eksewhei-G  in  feoflees,  died  before  14-^1,  leaving  Juan  ids  v,:dnv. 
and  having  liad  i.ssue  a  son,  William  Copledike,  esqr.,  of  whom  J 
knov/  nothing  except  that  his  wife's  name  v.as  Aliaiioia,  and  thafc 
lie  had  two  sons,  Jolni  and  Vv'illiam.

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.Toll  11  Copledilce,  esqr.,  the  eldest  son,  pucceecled  to  tdie  famil}" 
estates  before  1431,  on  tlie  death  of  his  father  or  grandfather.  In 
that  year  lie,  as  "  John  Copaldyke,  son  of  "William  Co))uldyko,  esqr.," 
f^raiited  to  feoflees  two  parts  of  his  manor  of  Harrington,  and  of  a 
water  jnill,  called  "  Stob%va1:li  milne,"  and  of  other  lands,  and  also- 
the  third  part  of  the  manor,  mill,  and  lands,  after  the  death  of 
Alianora,  his  father's  widow. ^  In  l-JoG  this  John  Copledike- 
nuidc  his  will,"  in  which  he  ]>rovides  that  his  feofiees  make  an 
estate  for  life  of  all  manors,  cl'c.,  in  Lincolnshire,  to  Margaret,  his 
wife.  Aftei-  her  d^atli  tlie  nianoi's  of  Harrington,  Foi'dington, 
Frieston,  ^^'yberton,  and  Frampton  are  to  )-eraain  to  Riehai-d,  Ins- 
son  and  heir,  while  lands  in  Algai-kirk,  Coningsby,  &c.,  are  to- 
remain  to  his  son,  William,  for  life,  with  reversion  to  his  [John's] 
heirs.  This  will,  we  learn  from  the  same  document,  was  examined 
by  Edmnnd  Beaufort,  Earl  of  Morteign,  and  Robert  Lord 
Willougliby,  and  their  counsel,  because  these  noblemen  claimed 
to  have  tiiie  custody  of  William  Coplcdike,  who  now  in  1437  wes- 
son and  hej)'  of  the  testator,  his  brother,  Eichard,  being  doubt- 
less dead.  John  Copledike's  vridow,  Margaret,  had  possession  of 
the  Harrington  propert}"  for  a  considerable  time,  and  remarried 
Thom;is  Zouche.  Margaret  Copuldyke,  vs-idow  of  Joiin  Copuldyke, 
cscjr.,  presented  to  Aswardln- in  1439.  Thomas  Zoxiche,  esqr.,  and 
Margai'et,  his  wife,  presented  to  Harrington  in  1^50,  and  there- 
are  other  presentations  by  Thomas,  the  last  being  to  Harringion 
in  14o9. 

William  Copledike,  son  and  heir  of  John,  married  Alice, 
daughter  of  Llamon  Sutton,  but  was  succeeded  by  his  cousin. 
John,  as  we  leurn  from  some  early  Chancery  Proceedings,  v,-hieh 
unfortunately  are  without  date- 

The  j^etitioner'*  was  "John  Coupledikc,  esqr.,  cosyn  and  heir 
of  AVilliam  Coupledike  late  of  Burton,  that  is  to  say,  son  of 
William,  brother  of  John  father  to  the  said  William."  He 
demands  possession  of  the  mai^.ors  of  Tytton  and  Fordingtr^n. 
The  answer  of  John  Pinchbeck,  one  of  the  feoffees,  tells  of  the 
marriage  I  have  mentioned,  ai-ranged  by  Thomas  Zouche  and 
.Margaret,  his  wife,  Willian)'s  mother,  and  Hamon  Sutton,  Alice's 
fatlier ;  and  the  question  seems  to  have  been  'n-.  hether  Alice  had 
a  right  to  these  manors  as  William's  widow. 

Wiijiani  CcjjJcdike,  son  of  John,  was  tlu^n  succeeded  by  his 
cousin,  John  Copledi'ie,  es(ir.,  son  of  William,  son  of  AVilliam 
and  Alianora.*  This  John  Copledike,  esqr,,  died  15  ilarch, 
1490-1,  having  sometime  Ijcfore  ins  deatli  enfeotled  certain  feotTees- 
of  his  manors  of  Harrington,  Fordingtuji,  Friskney,  Tytton  in  the

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parisli  of  ^Vyberton,  Frestou  and  Fvampton,  and  of  lands  in 
Algarkiik,  Coningsbv,  6cc.,  to  perform  tlie  will  of  the  same  John. 
It  was  found  that  the  manor  of  Harrington  v.-as  held  of  John 
Katclif  I^rd  Fitzwalter ;  and  that  William  Copuldyke,  aged 
23  3'ears,  v.'as  his  son  and  heir.^ 

William  Copledike,  esqr.,  only  survived  some  (ifteen  years^ 
dying  in  1506.  His  Inquisition  post  mortem"  gives  us  many 
particulars  about  the  faruily  and  his  estates.  It  was  found  that 
long  before  his  death  certain  feoffees  were  seised  of  lands  in 
Clayanger  in  the  parish  of  Algarkirk,  and  conveyed  them  to 
John  Coi)ledike,  father  of  William,  and  ^Margaret,  his  wife,  to 
hold  in  tail  male;  that  oilier  feoflees  were  seised  of  the  manor  of 
Freiston,  and  with  the  consent  of  William,  son  and  heir  of  the 
said  John  Copledike,  conveyed  it  to  Fady  Margaret  Copledike, 
late  wife  of  the  said  John,  to  hold  for  life  in  dower;  that  other 
feoffees  vv-ere  seised  of  the  manor  of  Tytton  in  the  parish  of 
Wyberton,  and  by  agreement  made  between  John  Copledike, 
father  of  the  said  William,  and  Hanio  .Sutton,  6  April,  1S17, 
granted  it  to  William  Copledike,  and  ^Margaret,  his  wife,  to  hold 
to  them  and  the  heirs  of  theii"  bodies ;  and  that  Eli/cabetb 
Watkynson,  late  wife  of  William  Watkynson,  of  Irb}',  cousin  and 
heir  of  William  Bonde,  late  vicar  of  Burgh,  was  seised  in  her 
demesne  as  of  fee  of  the  manor  of  Hai'rington  and  Fryskney,  and 
of  all  its  appurtenances,  to  the  use  of  the  said  William  Copledike, 
and  with  his  consent  conveyed  it  to  AVilliam  Cutlar,  .Serjeant  at 
law,  Robert  Sutton,  esqr.,  John  Lytylbury,  gent.,  William 
Bowcher,  of  Willoughby,  gent.,  and  Fdchard  Atkynsou,  clerk,  to 
be  held  by  them  for  the  furtherance  and  performance  of  tiie  last 
will  of  the  said  Williava  ;  and  that  feoflees  were  seised  of  the 
manor  of  Fordington,  Ulceby,  Dexthorpe  and  Orby  Dale,  iind 
conveyed  it  to  other  feoflees,  to  be  held  by  them  with  the 
intention  that  Lady  Margai'ct  Copledike,  and  her  heirs,  should 
hold  it  fronr  the  death  C'f  John  Copledike,  her  husband,  to  tlie  em] 
of  eleven  years  with  the  intention  of  fulfilling  the  last  will  of  her 
said  husband,  and  after  the  said  term  to  the  use  of  William,  son  and 
lielr  of  the  said  John,  and  his  heirs.  The  will  of  William  Cop^le- 
dike  fullov/s  ;  his  son  and  heir,  John,  is  to  have  yearly  six  marks 
till  he  is  fifteen,  and  afterwards,  till  he  come  of  lawful  age,  i.'10; 
liis  son,  Ilauro,  is  to  have  yearly  four  marks  till  he  come  of  age, 
and  he  and  his  brother  Thomas  .£20  each  ;  Elizabeth  and  Cecily, 
his  daughters,  are  to  have  jnari'iage  portions  of  100  marks,  or  if 
they  become  "religious"  twenty  marks  or  more  according  to  the 
discretion  of  his  execut',>)s  ;  .lames,  andLeonaid,  his  bjotliers,  are

the  said  William  Coplcdike,  esqr.,  died  on  the  4th  day  of  July 
Jast,  and  that  Oolm  Coplcdike  is  his  son  and  lieir,  and  was  of  the 
age  of  eleven  3'ears  on  the  ord  of  May  last. 

Looking  back  uo^v  tlirou.i^h  the  Fifteenth  Century  one  notices 
that  for  fi\e  generations  no  Coplcdike  is  knighted.  "NMlliam 
Copletdike,  in  1427,  and  John  Coplcdike,  in  14SS,  were  higli 
sherills,  but  the  family  produced  no  M.P.  during  the  century,  and 
cannot  be  said  to  have  taken  so  important  a  position  in  the  county 
as  in  the  century  before.  Sir  Joiin  Coplcdike,  knight,  son  and 
heir  of  "Williaui,  was  the  last  of  the  family  to  be  knighted.  Luring 
Ids  minority  of  ten  yeais  the  manor  of  Harrington  with  its 
membei-s  was  held  by  the  feoffees  of  his  father,  and  the  "  Conipotu.s 
of  Willianr  Peper,  bailiff  and  collector  of  the  rents,"'  is  preserved- 
for  the  year  ir)09-L31('!,  coujited  from  Michaelmas  to  Michaelmas. 
Eents  of  assize  in  divers  townships  are  mentioned  : — iij*  iiij'i 
from  lands  and  tenements  lately  of  the  heirs  of  John  Tailboys  in 
■Sawsthorp,  now  occupied  liy  Williain  Ayseough,  lent,  xij'^  xij^iiij'^ 
of  rents  of  tenants  at  will  in  Harington.  xiiij''  .\=  viij''  of 
rents  of  tenements  at  Avill  in  Aswardby  (for  twn  vears). 
viij''  xiij^-iiij^  of  the  farm  of  the  water  mill  in  Haringto)i,  called 
.Stubbewithmylne,  and  xj"  v'f  viij''  of  the  farm  of  a  mill  iu 
Aswardljy,  called  Xewmylnc  (for  two  years).  Rents  v  ere  paid 
<jI  iiij'-  to  the  Guardian  of  the  College  of  Holy  Tjinity  of  Tateshale 
to  their  lordship  of  Askeby  Puoorum  for  land  lately  purcliased 
by  Williairi  Coppuldyke  in  Lagenderby,  each  yeai'  ij"^ ;  of  iiij'^ 
each  year  to  tlie  fendaries  of  tlie  Duchy  of  Lancaster  for  John 
Cuppuldyke,  son  aiid  heir  of  \\'ill!am  Cuppuldyke.  The  I'opair  of 
houses  at  Harrington  (hall  and  kitcheii),  and  Fordington,  and  of 
Xewmylnc  ;ind  .Stoljuiylne  cost  viij''  v'  iiij'^,  other  repairs  cost 
i."c'^  xiij*^  xj'^  oil. 

8ir  John  Coplcdike  was  high  slieriM  in  L'i4S.  He  presented 
to  Aswardljy  in  1531,  and  to  Harrington  in  1519  and  1529,  as 
John  Coplcdike,  escj;-.,  and  to  Aswardby  in.  1543,  and  to  Hai-ring- 
ton  in  1548,  as  .Sir  .l<)!:n  Coplcdike,  kniirht.  He  made  his 
will  11  Dec,  1556,  and  diiected  iJiat  he  should  be  buried  in 
Harrington  church  choir  ncir  his  late  wife.  He  mciitioiis  his 
sons,  Francis,  TlioniJis  and  liumphrey.  His  brethren  in  lav.-, 
Thoiiias  Uttlebury  and  Hamond  L}!ton,  esors.,  are  to  tal:e  the 
revenues  of  liis  hmds  to  the  value  of  ,£S(.)  a  year  until  tiiey  have 
received  £400,  and  out  of  that  to  pay  i;lOO  ;i]'iece  to  his 
•daughtei's,  Mary,  Sythe  and  Hose,  and  .£100  foi'  his  debts.      j'he

tou,  ForcliiiL(ton  cum  ITlceby,  Titton  Hall,  ri-aiupton  aufl  rreiston, 
of  the  advovNSons  of  the  cliurchcs  of  ]farn)iy;ton  aud  L"lcel)y,  fnd 
of  lands  in  Algai'kirk  and  juany  other  ]ilaces.  The  advo-.vsoii  of 
Aswardby  cliurch  is  not  mentioned,  nor  his  lands  in  Sutterby. 
John  Coplcdike,  esqr.,  was  found  to  lie  his  son  and  heir,  and  of 
the  age  of  thirty  years  and  more. 

John  Copledike,  esip-.,  eldest  son  and  heir  of  Sir  John,  pre- 
sented to  Aswardby  in  InT):],  and  to  Harrington  in  1584.  Re 
married  Anna,  or  Amie,  daughter  and  heiress  of  Oohn  Ett<rn.  e-^(jr., 
of  Firsby;  liut  died  v.-ithout  issue  4th  April,  lo85,  ))is  witV  Jiaving 
died  ir.th  June,  15S2.  By  his  will'^  23rd  June,  1582,  lie  directs 
that  he  sliould  be  bui-ied  in  JIarrington  church,  and  he  be-,tows 
£10  on  the  poof.  He  herjueaths  lands  in  Harrington,  Aswardln-. 
XTlceby,  Forthington,  Dalby,  Bag  Euderby,  and  h'omersby,  whieJi 
he  or  liis  father  had  lately  purchased,  and  wliich  he  possessed  in. 
fee  simple,  to  his  brother  Francis,  to  whom  also  he  gives  his 
plate,  aruiour,  swan  maiks  and  liousehold  goods,  except  such  as 
sliall  be  otlierw  ise  devised,  to  be  heirlooms  in  the  house  of  Har- 
rington. Francis  is  to  manunn't  Christopher  and  Thomas  Guy, 
villeins  regardant  belonging  to  to  the  manor  of  Freiston.  He 
leaves  annuities  to  his  Virol  hers  Tliomas  and  Humphrey.  He 
mcntioTis  Elizabeth  wife  of  his  bi-other  Francis,  and  Thomasyn 
wife  of  Ids  brother  Humplirey.  John,  eldest  son  of  Humjihrey, 
is  to  have  -U''^  marks  Axdien  twenty-four,  but  to  be  under  the 
government  of  his  uncle  TJionias,  and  liis  fathf-r  Humplirey  not 
to  interfere  He  leaves  8'^  6"^  8'^'-  to  the  I'epair  of  Harrington 
church.  His  brother  Thomas  is  to  have  the  re-;idue.  Th.e  v,-ill 
was  pi-o\ed  21st  April,  1585. 

The  imiuisition  of  John  Copledike*  states  that  he  was  seised 
in  fee  tail  of  tlie  manors  of  Harrington,  Fordingtoii  cum  Ulceby. 
Titton  Hall  and  Fra,mpton,  and  theadvowsons  of  Harrington  and 
Ulceby,  and  tliat  Francis  Copledilce  is  his  brother  and  iiext  heir 
and  of  the  agi-  of  fifty  years  and  liioie. 

John  Erton,  fatlier-in-law  of  Jolin  Copledike,  who  died  20th. 
December,  1500,  had  been  ^ci^ed  of  a  jnanor  in  Bag  Enderby,  ;i!id 
of  two  rjiessuages,  two  eoltnges,  loO  acres  of  land,  nieadoM"  aiid 
jiasiures;  and  5"  ivnv  in^  Bag  Enderby  and  Somersby.'  And 
Join!  Coph-'dikc  in  liis  will  gives  41;-  to  the  repair  of  F'ag  E)ider»jy 
Chiircli,  which  v.as  appointed  for  that  purpose  by  Mr.  Etton,  hi.s 
father-in-law.      The  )>rincipal  man-Mr  in  Bag  End<-r]^y  was  hchi  at

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tliis  tivTie  by  AiulreAv   Gedney,  so  that  tliis  would  seem  to  be  a. 
small  manor,  of  %vl)ich  we  hear  little  more. 

The  inquisition^  of  Anna  Copledike  does  not  mention  Baij 
Enderby,  but  says  that  Jolm  Copledike  and  Anna,  his  wife, 
daughter  and  heir  of  John  Etton,  were  seised  of  the  manor  of 
Firsbv,  and  of  lands  in  \\'ainflcet  and  otlier  places.  It  describes 
the  USPS  of  a  recovery,  and  states  that  Richard,  son  and  heir  of 
Eichard  Goodricke,  senior,  son  and  heir  of  Eichard  Goodvicke 
and  Alice,  his  wife,  sister  of  John  Etton,  and  William  Eeade, 
son  and  heir  of  John  Eeade,  son  and  heir  of  Eicliard  Eeade 
and  Margaret,  his  wife,  another  sister  of  John  Etton,  are  the- 
kinsmen  and  next  heirs  of  Anna  Copledike. 

Francis  Copledike,  esqr.,  brother  and  heir  of  John,  married 
Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Lionel  Reresby,  and  had  two  children, 
John  and  Anne,  who  died  as  infants.  He  died  30th  December, 
1599,  and  his  long  inquisition  post  mortem-  shows  that  family 
disagreements,  of  wliich  we  saw  something  in  John  Copledike's 
will,  had  grown  wider.  He  was  seised  of  lands  in  Soraersby, 
which  descended  to  his  brother  Ehomas,  as  heir  of  Sir  Jolni 
Copledike.  kniglit.  But  the  principal  estates,  including  the 
manors  of  Harrington,  Titton,  Ecrdington  cum  Ulceby,  and 
Freiston,tlie  advowsons  of  tlie  Churclies  of  Harrington,  Asvrardby, 
and  Clceby,  and  the  chantry  lands  in  Harrii^gton,  were  settled 
by  Itim.  after  his  decease  upon  Edward,  second  .son  of  his  brother 
Humphrey,  and  Edward's  heirs  male,  passing  over  Thomas,  his 
next  brother,  and  his  son  Thomas,  and  also  John,  Humphrey's 
eldest  son.  Sviiat  the  quarrels  were  about  does  not  appear.  But 
those  who  read  the  documents  will  not  bo  surprised  to  find  that 
the  elder  branch  of  the  family  was  not  content  to  allovr  Edv,-a)-d 
Copledilce  to  take  possession  without  a  lavrsuit.  The  suit  Avas 
long  and  ex]»ensiA-e,  and  ended  in  a  compromise.  Edward  Cople- 
dike took  two-thirds  of  the  estates,  and  Thomas  Copledike  one- 
third,  but  Ave  shall  find  that  eventually  the  right  heir  obtained 
the  Avholeof  the  nianoi-  of  Harrington  and  of  theprinciiial  estates, 
but  lie  died  Avithout  issue,  and  the  descendants  of  his  sisters  sold 
most  of  or  all  the  pixiperty  in  a  fcAv  years. 

It  is  diflicult  here  to  make  the  liistoiy  clear,  but  1  Avill 
mention  lii-st — 

l^dsviii'd  Cojilcdiko.  esqr.,  second  son  of  Humphrey,  whom  bis 
uncle,  FiaiK-is,  made  the  heir  of  his  estates.  He  entered  upon 
his  uncle's  death,  according  to  bis  (EdAvard's)  inquisition,^  upon 
tAvo  ])arts  of  the  manors  of  Titton,  Ereiston  and  I'^ordington,  and 
Avas  also  seised  to  him  and  the  lieirs  male  of  his  body  of  t.vo 
jjarts  of  tlse  n>anor  of  Hanington,  Avhich  was  part  of  the  jointure 

(Ij  A).p.'ii'lix.  (■'.'»  Apjioii'lix.  (3.)  Ainx-'naix. 
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of  Elizabeth,  uidow  of  Francis  Copledike.  I  suggest  tljnt  in 
reality  tlie  two  thirds  of  these  estates  M'ere  wliat  remained  to- 
hiiu  after  his  law  suit  with  Thomas  Copledike.  Edward  settled 
his  estates  in  1603  on  himself  and  Frances,  daughter  of  Sir 
ISIicholas  Saunderson,  knight,  his  wife,  and  the  heirs  male  of  their 
bodics,  but  died  15th  August,  1609,  lea^nng  a  son,  Francis,  two 
Years  old,  as  his  heir.  It  is  expresslj'  stated  that  the  widow  of 
Francis  Copledike  was  still  alive  at  Edward's  death,  so  that  he 
never  obtained  possession  of  the  numor  of  Harrington,  which  she- 
held  for  life. 

Of  Francis  Copledike,  Edward's  son  and  heii-,  T  knovr  nothing 
for  certain.  "John  Rowland  was  presented,  22nd  April,  162G, 
to  the  Church  of  Aswardby  by  Lawrence  Smith,  who  has  this  turir 
from  Francis  Cop])ledike,  of  Morton  in  Norfolk,  esqr."  But  the 
manors  of  Harrington  and  Aswardby  seem  to  have  passed  from 
Francis  before  that,  so  I  will  proceed  to  give  some  account  of 
Thomas  Copledike,  esqr.,  son  and  heir  of  Thoinas,  brotlier  of 
Francis,  and  kinsman  and  next  heir  of  Sir  John  Copledike,  knight, 
and  of  John  Copledike,  esqr.  He  was  the  heir  male  of  the  family, 
but  was  disinherited  by  his  uncle  Francis.  There  are  reams  of 
paper  amongst  the  Cracroft  ^Muniments  which  tell  of  the  legal 
proceedings  between  him  and  his  cousin  Edward.  In  the  end  he 
was  adjudged  a  third  of  the  estates.  But  it  v.ould  seem  that 
young  Francis  Copledike  died  before  a.d.  1613,  for  in  that  year 
liis  uncles,  ]-lichard  and  Humphrey  Copledike,  quitclaimed  all 
their  rights  in  the  manors  of  Harrington,  Aswardby,  Sutterby, 
Titton  and  Freiston  to  Thomas  Copledike,  and  his  lieirs,  to  his- 
and  their  only  use  for  evej". 

Thomas  Copledike,  of  Harrington,  esqr.,  made  his  will  * 
21st  May,  1657.  He  directed  that  he  should  be  buried  in  the^ 
chancel  of  Flarrington  church  next  his  deceased  wife.  He 
bequeaths  his  manors,  lands,  ttc,  in  Harrington,  Bagenderby, 
Soniersby,  Hagwortliiiigham,  F)all>y,  FordingtoJi,  Freiston, Wiber- 
ton,  Frampton,  Algarkirk,  E.  and  W.  Theddlcthorpe,  Winlliorpe 
and  Bu)gh,  in  default  of  issue,  to  Mary,  his  now  wife,  for  life, 
with  remaiiider  to  the  eldest  .sons  of  his  two  sisters,  Ellis  late  of 
"Wellingore,  and  Bethell  of  Wintringham,  and  their  heirs  in 
equal  division.  Fie  desires  that  some  decent  monument  for  him- 
self and  his  lii'sv,  v.-ife  be  set  up  in  the  north  M'indow  of  Harrington 
chancel.  The  will  was  pnv.ed  in  London,  Inth  October,  1658, 
by  Mary  Copledike,  the  relict  and  sole  executj'ix,  who  would 
have  a  right  to  the  estates  for  her  life. 

On  her  deatli  Hugh  Bethell,  eldest  son  of  ^Frs.  BetheJl,  and 
Thomas  Ellis,  eldest  son  of  Mrs.  Ellis,  becoming  joint  heirs  of 
Tliomas  Copledike,  .seem  to    have    divided   the   estates,    for  oil

Harrington,  to  Vincent 
Amcotts,  esqr.  In  1678  Hugh  Bethell  is  of  the  parish  of  St. 
Audre%\-'s.  Holborn,  and  ackno^\■ledges  to  liave  received  all  the 
books  and  manuscripts  left  by  him  in  '■'  the  now  dwellin.g-house 
■of  the  said  Vincent  Amcotts"  in  Han-ington.  In  1080  he 
acknowledges  tliat  lie  has  received  from  Vincent  Amcotts.  esqr., 
the  sum  of  £10  in  full  for  all  claims  for  the  clock,  brewing  vessels, 
tables,  and  all  manner  of  utensils  in  the  manor  house  of  Har- 
rington and  the  outhouses  adjoining,  as  also  his  interest  in  tlie 
arms  for  the  )nilitia  charged  upon  his  lands  formerly  in  Harrington 
or  elsewhere  in  tlio  county  of  Lincoln.
